Increasing cloudiness was ex­ 
pected Wednesday as a Cana­ 
dian cold front pushes into the 
mid Mississippi Valley.

More Problems Strike 
Crippled U.S. Skylab

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— The crippled Skylab space 
station developed a new prob­ 
lem today when temperatures 
of 100 degrees were recorded 
inside 
the 
laboratory. 
The 
space agency caled it a serious 
problem, 
but 
still 
hoped 
to 
launch three astronauts to link 
up with the station on Sunday. 
“ It’s too early to tell if we’re 
in an unmanageable situation," 
reported 
flight 
director 
Neil 
Hutchinson. 
“ But the Skylab 
cluster is hot and it’s a prob­ 
lem that we’ll have to be able 
to solve if the mission is to con­ 
tinue.” 
Hutchinson also reported a 
oroblem with a stabilizing gyro­ 
scope in the spaceship control 
system. 
These add to the difficulties 
of space agency experts who 
are trying to' salvage 'three 
manned missions from Amer­ 
ica’s first space station. 
The laboratory was launched 
unmanned into a perfect 272- 
mile high orbit Monday, but 
.suffered a severe blow when 
two of six solar panels failed to 
extend properly. 
The panels are designed to 
convert 
the sun’s energy to 
electrical power. With two pan­ 
els inoperative, the power sup­ 
ply of the Skylab was cut in 
half. 
Skylab 1 astronauts Charles 
Conrad Jr., Dr. Joseph P. Ker­ 
win and Paul J. Weitz were to

Local Option Tax Pros And Cons

The most recent session of the 
I n d i a n a General Assembly 
passed a new tax package that 
will affect everyone in Rush 
County. 
One section of the package, 
however, has caused a great 
deal of speculation and general 
confusion... 
The 
section 
in 
question is the Local Option 
Income Tax. 
The following explanation is 
t a k e n 
from 
information 
provided 
by 
the 
Indiana 
Association, of Cities and Towns. 
“The Local Option Income Tax 
section of the Tax Program is 
permissive in nature and allows 
counties to adopt either a *2, 
:ii, or 1 per cent individual 
adjusted 
gross 
income 
local 
option 
tax. 
All of Indiana s 
county councils are mandated 
by the law to consider before 
June 1, 1973, an ordinance to 
impose the tax.” 
The county council has 
a 
fourth option under the new 
law. It can decide to adopt no 
tax at all. This fourth option, 
however, appears to have some 
drawbacks. The most important 
is that local governments, which 
include counties, cities, towns, 
and townships, will be allowed 
to increase their budgets only 
by the same amount of in- 
c r e a s e s 
in 
'the 
assessed 
valuation 
of 
property. 
This 


drawback 
will 
not 
seriously 
affect, highly industrialized and 
highly 
populated 
counties. 
C o u n t i e s experiencing sub­ 
stantial industrial growth will 
be 
able 
to 
increase 
their 
budgets 
as 
the 
funds 
from 
property taxes increase through 
the construction of new plants. 
Counties that 
are 
increasing, 
rapidly in population will also 
be 
alble 
to 
increase 
their 
budgets without the option, tax, 
due to the construction of new 
housing 
and 
resulting 
new 
taxable property. 
Max Fancher, a member of 
the County Council, said, “The 
thing that bothers me is ihat 
with our property taxes frozen, 
and the cost of living going 
up, we can’t possibly meet the 
needs of local government in 
the years ahead with last year’s 
budget.” 
Fancher

mented that, “This local option 
tax will in no way reduce the 
property tax as much as it will 
increase the gross income tax.

COACH DeMOSS 


Former Purdue Head. Football 
Coach Bob DeMoss was the fea­ 
tured speaker at the Chamber’s 
monthly “Distinguished Speak­ 
ers Series” Luncheon yesterday. 
While at the Durbin, DeMoss 
spoke out against the biased 
news reporting of isolated inci­ 
dents that bring discredit to 
both players and to athletics.

“I guess one of the big­ 
gest thrills in my coaching ca­ 
reer was having the opportunity 
to help coach the Purdue team 
that won the Rose Bowl a few 
years ago,” he said. 


In talking about some of the 
great quarterbacks 'that he has 
coached 
at 
Purdue, 
DeMoss 
said, “People always ask which 
of 'the three. Bob Griese, Len 
Dawson, or Mike Phipps, was 
the best. I can’t really say. They 
all had their strong points, and 
they all played under different 
circumstances and with differ­ 
ent teams. They were all great, 
and I’m glad I had the oppor­ 
tunity to coach them all.” 
When asked to name the best 
player he ever 
coached, 
he 
stated., “ I’ve been asked, that 
question numerous times, and I 
think that the best overall play­ 
er that I ever had the chance to' 
coach would have to be Leroy 
Keyes. He could do it all. He 
could, run with, the ball, play de­ 
fense, kick off, catch the ball, 
everything.”

Indianapolis 500-Mile Speedway 
Originally Built For Proving Cars

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — The 
Indianapolis 500-mile auto race 
will run the 57th time May 28 
with another colorful show 
drawing more than 250,000 per­ 
sons and heard and seen by 
millions

world. 
But it hasn’t always been so. 
In 1945, when Anton “Tony” 
Hulmán of Terre Haute, Ind., 
bought the Indianapolis Motor 
Speedway, it was in disrepair. 
Interest in the Memorial Day 
classic had diminished after the 
track was closed four years 
during World War II. 
The Speedway, which was 
built in 1909 as a proving 
ground for automobiles, is now 
known in some racing circles 
as “the house that Tony 
rebuilt.” 
The 2W-mile asphalt track is 
the focal point of the Speedway 
on the city’s far west side, but 
if isn’t the only attraction of 
the 539-acre property. 
Hulmán has replaced the an­ 
cient wooden grandstand that 
nearly circled the track with 
steel and concrete grandstands. 
There is now an estimated seat­ 
ing capacity of 235,000 and 
room for an additional 100,000 
persons in the track infield. 
Hulmán has supervised con­ 
struction of a more than 100- 
room motel, a 27-hole golf 
course with nine holes in the in­ 
field and an office-museum 
building as well as press and 
hospitality quarters. 
Speedway officials never an­ 
nounced attendance figures, but 
an estimated 60,000 persons 
watched the 500 in 1946 and 
prize money totaled $75,000 
after a prewar high of $96.250. 
Hulmán, whose great wealth 
comes from varied business 
and real estate interests, has 
made the Indy race the richest 
in the world of auto racing. 
For the third straight year 
prize money this year will total 
more than $1 million.

His newest improvement at 
the Speedway is an addition to 
the motel to house VIP suites 
which rent for $10,000 a year on 
the second floor and $20,000 for 
the third-floor. There are six 
suites on each floor. The 
rooms, 
which overlook the 
track, were all rented long be­ 
fore the addition was com­ 
pleted, most of them by large 
companies involved in racing. 
For race day, tickets for re­ 
served seats sell for from $10 to 
$40, and it costs $5 a person to 
watch the race from the infield 
in the mid.st of one of the 
world’s largest picnics. 
Tickets for one of the four 
days of qualifications cost $2 
and to a practice session 50 
cents, both giving the purcha­ 
ser the run of the grounds ex­ 
cept the pits and garage areas. 
Gasoline Alley, the strip of 
concrete that connects the ga­ 
rage area with the pits, pro­ 
vides one of the few places in 
major sports where fans can 
mingle with their heroes. In 
fact, drivers, owners and me­ 
chanics often have to push their 
way through the crowd, signing 
autographs and talking with ex­ 
cited people. 
The museum of 500 and 
Speedway relics is free and 
open year-round. There is even 
the opportunity to ride around 
the track in a Speedway bus for 
50 cents, except in May. 
A crowd estimated at more 
than 30,000 persons turned up 
for a sunny practice session on 
a recent Saturday and sun wor­ 
shipers and beer drinking race 
fans abound almost daily in 
May. 
But it’s the race cars, the 
speeds and personalities that 
draw most people here. Racing 
has 
changed 
tremendously 
since the first Indy 500 in 1911. 
Ray Harroun won the first 
race in a Marmon Wasp at ait 
average speed of 74.59 miles an 
hour.

It is estimated that there are over sev­ 
en million alcoholics in the United States 
today. It has long since been established 
that alcohol is the largest single cause 
of fatal traffic accidents. It is responsible 
for 8 j0,000 crashes and more than 25.000 
deaths each year. Its cost to industry 
p.lone is over four billion dollars each 
year. 
But it is impossible for these statistics 
to tell us the whole story on the problems 
of alcohol. Many of us are left to deal 
with the real problems behind these sta­ 
tistics. There are the neglected children 
whose lather sinfully blows his paycheck 
while they develop a complex over their 
personal appearance — or worse yet, the 
explanation of their father’s conduct. 
There is the emotional stress of the wife 
y ho is torn between a love for her com­ 
panion end a hatred for the terrible 
thing that is happening. 
But t '.e cases are not just a few in 
which it 
■■ the wife who is the alcoholic. 
Bored, miserable and suffering from 
complete emptiness, she is driven by im­ 
pulse to raid the refrigerator a half- 
dozen times a day. The children and hus­ 
band find her often in a stupor that 
brings humiliation and a sense of guilt 
to the whole family. 
It is impossible to describe the moral, 
spiritual, emotional, domestic, social, fi­ 
nancial and physical suffering caused by 
ihe evil of alcoholism. Not enough in­ 
struction 
is being given our young 
against the dangers of it. A clear-cut 
stand must be taken by churches, minis­ 
ters. parents and teachers. But we all 
must be willing and able to help fill the 
void in these miserable lives.

NEW YORK (AP) — The last 
of Alistair Cooke’s “America” 
series draws to a close tonight 
on NBC-TV with a final look at 
the idealism, of the past and 'the 
p r o b 1 e m s—including racial 
ones—of modern America.

has won a Peabody Award and. 
may 
win television’s Emmy 
Award later this month. It's 
well worth watching, and fortu­ 
nately it won’t disappear from 
television tonight. 
The Xerox Corp., which spon­ 
sored “America” during its run 
on 
NBC; 
has 
contracted to 
sponsor it for a second run on 
commercial television, starting 
in September. 
After that, according to a 
Xerox spokesman, the company 
expects to underwrite a third 
showing of the series—possibly 
in January next year—on na­ 
tional public television. 
The second run of “America” 
is being handled by the Hughes 
Television 
Network, 
which 
hopes to place it on independ­ 
ent television around the nation 
for broadcast on Sundays in the 
early evening. 
Xerox also has asked the 
Federal Communications Com­ 
mission for a waiver of the 
FCC’s prime-time access rule, 
which in effects makes the net­ 
works 
return 
a 
half-hour’s 
prime time each night to local 
stations. 
If it gets the waiver, it’ll then 
try to place the show during 
that half-hour On NBC’s five 
television stations as well as

Until a few years ago, the 
South didn’t have any problem 
with Rocky Mountain Spotted 
Fever, a sometimes fatal ail­ 
ment carried by ticks. Last 
year Memphis had 18 cases re­ 
sulting in five deaths. 
Harold Carver, an entomolo­ 
gist with the Memphis Health. 
Department, said: “Indications 
are that we are going to have a. 
greater problem this year than 
in years before. Already we are 
having phone calls and com­ 
plaints turned in daily.”

small 
insect, 
the 
tick 
thrives in woods and weedy 
areas, even in cities, and feeds 
on blood. It uses its pincerlike 
claws to attach itself to humans 
and pets. 
Staley said at the same time 
that farmers are complaining it 
is too wet to plant regular 
crops, such pest foliage as poi­ 
son ivy Is blooming.

Hijacker Who 
Bailed Out Over 
Peru Sentenced 


ST. LOUIS, Mo. (AP)—Mar­ 
tin J, McNally, 28, Wyandotte, 
Mich., has been sentenced to 
life in prison for hijacking an 
American Airlines jet last June 
and bailing out over northern 
Indiana with $502,000 i nran- 
som. 
McNally was •convicted of two 
counts of air piracy and re­ 
ceived the life sentence Monday 
from U.S. district Court Judge 
John K. Regan, the presiding 
judge at his trial last Decem­ 
ber. 
Sentencing was delayed after 
McNally was sent to a federal 
clinic at Springfield, Mo. for an 
examination. 
Still under examination and 
awaiting sentencing is Walter 
J. 
Petlikowsky, 
31, 
E corse, 
Mich., who admitted being a 
accessory to the hijacking. 
McNally was arrested at his 
home five days after the hi­ 
jacking at Lambert-St. Louis 
Airport June 23, 1972. The hi­ 
jacker commandeered the jet 
after it left the airport en route 
to Tulso, Okla. He torced it 
back to St. Louis, where he re­ 
ceived the ransom money. 
After the jet was rammed on 
the airport runway by a speed­ 
ing car, 
a 
second 
jet was 
turned over to the hijacker, 
who then forced the plane to 
take off. 
He bailed out over Peru, Ind., 
with the money and triggered a 
search of nearly a week. 
The ransom money was found 
in a field by farmer Lowell El­ 
liott.

Books are not the only attract­ 
ion at the Topeka Public Li­ 
brary. 
Patrons can borrow jumper 
cables to start a dead car bat­ 
tery. Or they can check out one 
of a thousand paintings to hang 
in their living room for a few 
months 
— 
or 
phonograph 
records, 16mm films, sculp­ 
tures or music scores. 
There are books, too, of 
course, about 280,000 of them. 
In addition, reciprocal agree­ 
ments with other libraries in 
the state make almost any book 
in the state available within 
three days. The library also 
has similar agreements with 
some libraries overseas. 
.Anything that can. he checked 
out of the main library can be 
delivered by the bookmobile, 
which is similar to the main li­ 
brary in. another respect—resi­ 
dents can register to vote 
there.

Balance Of 
Payments Dips 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. balance of payments de­ 
teriorated sharply in the first 
quarter of 1973, due largely to 
international monetary turmoil 
during the period, the Com­ 
merce Department reported to­ 
day. 
Two measures of the balance 
of payments both declined. The 
official reserve transaction bal­ 
ance was* in deficit by $10.2 bil­ 
lion .and the net liquidity bal­ 
ance was in deficit by $6.8 bil­ 
lion. 
The deficit, in the official re­ 
serve transactions balance, a 
measure of all official and pri­ 
vate financial transactions, was 
$8.6 billion larger than in the 
fourth quarter of 1972 when it 
was $1.6 billion.

Patient Dies 
In Michigan

Donald L. Kaminski, a vigorous 
sportsman who had been one of 
the world’s longest-living heart 
transplant patients, died Mon­ 
day after becoming ill at his 
home here in lower Michigan. 
Officials at the University of 
Michigan Hospital in Ann Arbor 
said they were surprised at the 
death of the 43-year-old father 
of four despite problems writh 
his 4W-year-old heart. 
Kaminski’s 
U-M 
physician, 
Dr. Marvin Kirsh, said “ I was 
really shocked. He was in good 
health.” 
But Kirsh also said doctors 
had been discussing the possi­ 
bility of a second transplant for 
Kaminski because of chronic 
rejection of the first organ and 
congestive heart failure. 
He said Kaminski's condition 
had stabilized, however, and he 
was in relatively good condi­ 
tion, although advised to rest 
more. 
Kaminski became ill at his

Kirsh, complaining of breathing 
problems.

But Kaminski became W'orse 
shortly after the call and died 
en route to an Alpena Hospital. 
The exact cause1 of death was 
not determined immediately.
